Wasnmorox, D. C., Nov. 3.—Ewing’s bill to 
repeal the Resumption act was left to-day where 
it was left yesterday in the morning hour, 
which the wits of the House to-day character- 
ized as the “nine-hole.”

This 
would take the bill out of the sixty-minute 
straight-jacket, and leave it open for unlimited 
amendment and debate up to the time that 
the previous question was ordered. 
But it is not certain that the 
repealers will have strength enough to suspend 
the rule on Monday even to have a day fixed for 
the final disposition of the bill. Some of the 
Banking and Currency Committee have appa- 
rently : 

ABANDONED HOPES OF THIS, 
and believe to-night that a final yote upon their 
measure cannot be reached at this session. 
Failing to obtain the two-thirds for the purpose 
of fixing a time, the bill will remain indefinitely 
in the morning hour, if the opposition is united 
and resolute. Nothing can take it out 
of the morning hour except a change 
of votes or a change in 
of the House. So long as the bill remains in 
the morning hour, it will be impossibie for any 
committee to report any business, except the 
three Committees which, under the rales, have 
authority at any time, subject toa vote of tha 
House, to introdace original business, namely: 
the Ways and Means, Appropriations, and Elec- 
tions-Committe¢gs. The leaders of the repealers

JOHN WENTWORTH. 
HIS VIEW OF THE SITUATION. 

A rousing meeting of the Ninth Ward Re- 
pudlican Club was held last evening in Parker's 
Hall, corner of Madison and Halsted streets, 
Col. W. H. Thompson presiding.

Weill, the Wuigs didn’t waut to take hold of it.

It will split us all up into 
tactions.“ Young America sad, We don’t 
care anything about your old parties: we want 
slavery abolished, and ii your party ain’t equal 
to the emergency, e will start oue 
that is. Hence came the Republican party 
into existence; and that party has done a great 
deal of good. Now, what are you going w do; 
to what use are you going to put it now! You 
look back and you see the Republican party is 
entitled to all the credit of abolisuing slavery;

[Applause.; There 
never was a time when specie was so cheap as it 
is to-day. |Appiause.| Lou ¢an remember be- 
fore the War what kind of currency we had, and 
how long you would have to travel to get a 85 
bill converted into gold or silver. Now you 
have all the silver you want, and it is pretty 
good exchange currency. Gold never 
was so cixap—only 2. We do not 
want the gold. We have no use for it except 
to pay Custom-House duties. If you have 
some, and want to sell it, the broker will say, 
**| don’t want it, but will buy it and send it to 
New Yor, taking the expense out.“ This is 
the real condition oi ‘things, and for all this you 
are to give the credit so far to tne Republican 
party.

ORGANIZE A GREENBACK PARTY. 

They want more greenvacks. Let us look at 
that a little. All of you are more or lees ia- 
miliur with the Constitution of your country, or 
ougut to be, if vou are not. he Constitution 
prohibits the issue of greenbacks. You say, 
how came these greenbacks in exist- 
ence! I ask you by what authority 
the Government during the War set 
aside the right of trial by jury; by what author- 
ity it seized a man iu the strecvts, carried hun olf, 
and imprisoned him; by what autuority blew up 
buildings and did other illegal acts?

I don’t tnink they are fcoliug themselves. But 
there are really peopie in the City of Chicago 
who think that the Government can issue 
greenbacks if it is so disposed. it cannot issue 
a dollar. These men are trying to divert men 
irom our ranks in order to form a new party. 
We don’t want to go in that direction. 

THEN COMBS THE LABORING MAN’S PARTY. 
Everybody sympathizes wita them. The same 
calamity that aifects taem affects also the capi- 
talist. Tuere's no difference between a laborer 
and a capitalist. Labor is really the capital 
alter all. This nation is just 50 much richcr at 
nicht than it was in the mernivg according to 
toe productive industry of that day. Tuat is 
the whole story. [Applause] Now we get at 
the solution of this Jabor problem very easily. 
The trouble is due in part to the tailure of so 
many savings-banks here. It is safe to say that 
there were nearly 10,000 laboring men that had 
deposits in those banks. Tuaey have 
been earning something since those 
banks failed. What have they done 
with their money? They haven’t lost it. 
They have hoarded it away. They don’t know 
what todo with it. Way! Because they had 
no confidence in anything. If a man locks up a 
$5 bill he is a capitalist to that extent. Yet 
these laboriug men come out in their meetings 
and denounce property-nholders ior bot doing 
something with the money which they have 
locked up. Ask these property-holders wuy 
they have locked up their mopey and tuey will 
guy. We don’t know what todo with it.“ This 
country is totally demoralized, No man knows 
whom he can trust. If you read history vou 
will find that the best writers generally 
wind up wita this phiiosopay—that the demor- 
al.zation of the people arssing from a long war 
is more calamitous than the number of lives 
sacrificed or debts created. Tie demoralization 
ol the American people on account of the War 
has been more calamitous to us than anything 
else, and we are now reaping the consequen. es 
of that demoralization. We are surrounded 
with everything that teads to make men rich, 
yet we are a beggarly poor people. Let the Re- 
publican party step torward and meet the 
crisis hke men! Have they the moral 
courage to say tu these professional officebuld- 
ers, * Gentlemen, you must stand one sidc; we 
ave determined to cut duwn tiie fees, the emolu- 
ments, the perquisites, the salaries of the wude 
oi you; and we are lurtuermore determined tuat 
a public dollar snall go just as far as a private 
dollar!“ [Applause.]

AS A MEMBER OF THE TOWN BOARD.

HOW DOES MR. PLANT DISCHARGE HIS DUTY? 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cu1caco, Nov. 3.—It is generally understood 
that the principal object aimed at by the coun- 
ty in paying several thousand dollars a year for 
a Superintendent of Schools is, that the schools 
may have the benefit of frequent visits by a 
competent person, who shall be familiar with 
the work being done, and render such assist- 
ance as his superior ability shall suggest. 
In order to realize the benefit of such atten- 
tion on the part of the Superintendent, the 
Board of Commissioners have, during Plant's 
administration, emploved and paid an assistant 
to do the oftive and clerical work. The common 
talk among the teachers is to the effect that 
Plant is rarely ever seen in the schowl-room. Such 
expressions have led to an investigation of how 
taithfully such work nas been performed in the 
district where ne lives. The result is as fol- 
lows, and is entirely reliable, having been ob- 
taived trom the teachers themselves: Witbin 
four blocks of his residence are ten teachers. 
During his four years of official life he has 
spent less than half a day in the aggregate 
among them all. hie has spent no time with 
them in more than two years, but has frequent- 
ly been invited by them to do so. In other por- 
tions of the district some fifty-eight teachers 
have been employed during his term of oilice, 
and most of them are teaching at present. 
More than twenty have taught four years or 
more, many others three years, and but few 
less than two. An investigation develops the 
following facts: lu one division of 
the district where seventeen teachers 
have taught he has visited three of them; in 
another division where seventeen have been 
employed he has visited six; in another with 
twenty-four teachers be has visited three; 

ing a total of twelve teachers out of fifty- 
eight visited by Plant during his entire official 
term of four years,—and this inthe district 
where he resides, and has resided nearly or all 
oi that time. 

Taking this as a specimen of the manner in 
which this Lemont politician has discharged his 
duty, do the voters of this county desire to 
install him in that position for iour years 
lonzer¢ All familiar with the manner in which 
Mr. Lane labored with the schools during the 
term ot his office will mark tue contrast, and 
doubtless vote accordingly.

Whenever public safety de- 
mands a sacrifice of mere party feelings, the 
people of this city have rarely failed to 
unite for the common defense. The peri 
and the common danger should now unite 
the friends of honesty and fidelity in office, 
and we have no doubt but they will so unite. 

It is hardly necessary to call the attention 
of the people of this city to the condition of 
the county finances. Certain specific facts 
are not only established, but admitted. 

1. The taxation for county purposes is at 
the extreme point permitted by the Consti- 
tution, and yet there is a deficiency of half a 
million dollars between the revenue and 
the expenditures ; there is another deficiency 
of several hundred thousand dollars of un- 
collected taxes ; making a total of over $800,- 
000 expended beyond the revenue. 

2. The County Government ask now a 


one dollar of the half million, if voted, will 
be available for new work,—it will be used 
to pay debts already contracted. 

3. The revelations in the various trials and 


of a majority of the Board. To reform that 
body will require the election of five Oom- 
missioners who can neither be seduced nor 
coerced into corrupt legislation. 

5. The County Board has control of the 
administration of justice; it selects grand 
and petit jurors. It has control of elections, 
because it appoints the election judges and 
clerks, and the County Clerk has the caa- 
vassing of the votes. It controls the finances 
of the county, because it levies taxes and ex- 
pends the piſblio money; it appoints officers, 
and fixes all the salaries ; it makes contracts, 
audits the bills, and votes the money. 

There are two tickets before the people for 
Commissioners. One is called Republican 
and the other Democratic. Four of these 
Commissioners are to be elected by the 
voters in the city. The candidates are: 


Republican.

Even if the four Republicans be elected, 
there will still be a Democratic majority in 
the Board. Without questioning the person- 
al character of the four Democrats, we wish 
to point out that, if they be elected, they 
will naturally affiliate with their political as- 
sociates; they cannot act as an independ- 
ent party in a body where they will be ina 
minority ; and before three months some, if 
not all, of them will be found acting 
with their party associates, and with the 
contractors, all of whom belong to the 
same party. All considerations of safety de- 
mand that new men, having no party 
affiliations with those who compose the 
Ring, be elected to the Board. No greater 
check can be put on a majority than that of 
a strong minority. Mr. Borie, the well- 
known architect, and Mr. Sporrorp, and their 
associates, with the few members of the 
present Board who are not involved in these 
disreputable practices, will not only vote to 
proteét the public interests, but will have 
the ability to expose every scheme and job 
which may be devised. We trust that, how- 
ever men may differ as to the candidatés on 
the general ticket, there will be a hearty 
union of all taxpayers to elect Mr. Bunlmo 
and his associates, not because they are 
Republicans, but because their election will 
furnish the best guarantee that the present 
corrupt organization will be broken up and 
a new order of affairs established. 

For three years there has been an almost 
perpetual scandal growing out of the dis- 
honest proceedings of the County Board. 
Law-suits, injunctions, indictments, trials; 
bribery, fraud; contracts and extras; enor- 
mous salaries, doubling and.trebling the 
numberof officers; excessive taxation and de- 
ficiencies in the revenue; a large floating 
debt, and public credit reduced to the lowest 
point. A necessity for reform must be evi- 
dent to every citizen, and there can be no 
such reform without the introduction of a 
new class of men into the membership of 
the Board. 

This necessity for change of men erists 
equally in the case of the County Clerk. 
That office is the fortress of the corruption- 
ists. There sits the boss of the situation, 
with his 225 clerks and deputies, paid from 
the County Treasury. To re-elect Liz is to 
give the whole Ring a new lease of official 
life. 


THE PROBATE COURT. 
Before the nominations for county officers 


were made on either side, Tun Trisune 
pointed out the peculiar and delicate respon- 
sibilities attached to the position of Probate 
Judge, and urged both parties to select not 
merely able lawyers, but men whose practice, 
experience, and personal habits should fit 
them to the arduous duties of the position. 
One of the two parties has violated the pro- 
prieties most flagrantly by nominating 
Justice-of-the-Peace Harvzs, who lacks every 
essential qualification for the trust. Mr. 
Hares’ nomination by the Democrats was 
the result of curious political intriguing, and 
it was made with the design of securing cer- 
tain political advantages in utter disregard of 
the exacting and sacred responsibilities at- 
tached to the Probate Court. He was first 
named by the Industrials, and then accepted 
by the Democrats, who were willing to carry 
any and all of the Industrial nominations that 
should not interfere with the plans of the Ring, 
thus hoping to make sure of the Industrial 
vote. Lres’s handiwork can be clearly 
traced in the selection of Hames. Lazs and 
his strikers ran both the Industrial and the 
Democratic Conventions. Dave Txornton 
was to run Lies’s campaign, and Ep Pu- 
Lips and Jim GLEASON are among Lizs’s em- 
ployes, paid by the county. Now, Dave 
Tuornton, Ep Puriirms, and Jm GiEason 
were the most conspicuous figures and the 
most persistent barnacles in the town frauds 
which the people had so much difficulty in 
putting down. Mr. Hares, as a Justice of 
the Peace, was a member of the Town Board, 
and his sympathies throughout seemed to be 
with the bummer crowd; he voted in such 
a way as to embarrass the Reformers as 
much as possible. It is not strange that this 
bummer crowd should improve their first 
opportunity to reward Justice Hames, but it 
is scandalous that the most important ju- 
dicial position to be filled should be sacrificed 
to this political intriguing. 

Leaving out of account altogether Mr. 
Haines’ vicious political associations in the 
past, his own calibre and career unfit him 
for the position he seeks. The Probate 
Judge is ex officio the guardian of the orphans, 
the protector of the widows’ rights, and the 
administrator of estates. There are proba- 
bly 100,000 families in Cook County, and of 
these not less than 1,000 are compelled an- 
nually to submit their affairs to the arbitra. 
ment of the Probate Court. The settlement 
of estates is one of the most involved and 
difficult branches of the law. The Judge 
has very broad discriminating powers, and 
his duties require him to be a man of 
the most irreproachable integrity, of quick 
apprehension, of ready and proper sympa- 
thy, of great patience and industry, and 
thorough familiarity with the law 
and precedents governing  testament- 
ary cases. Mr. Haines’ preparation for 
the duties of Probate Judge have been of the 
worst ible description. He had scarcely 
been itted to the Bar before he was ap- 
pointed7a Justice of the Peace through the 
influence of his family and friends; he has 
had very little practice at the Bar of any 
kind, and probably none whatever in Pro- 
bate business. As Justice of the Peace his 
dealings have been mainly with little person- 
al quarrels, lawsuits involving less than $200 
in the issue, replevin cases, bummer con- 
stables, shyster attorneys, professional bail- 
ers and bondsmen, and packed juries. Such 
is the average business of the Justice's Court. 
I cannot fail to contract a man’s intellectual 
force, dull and harden his sympathies, and 
stunt his growth in every direction. En- 
grossed with a succession of petty details, he 
soon relapses into a passive state of indiffer- 
ence, with no higher ambition than to give 
judgment where he is surest of collecting his 


costs, ‘To takea man from such surround- 
ings, without tion for any- 
thing better, and intrust him with the final 
administration of all the estates in Cook 
County that come into court, constitute him 
the guardian of orphans, and place him in 
charge of the most sacred family interests, 
will be to run a risk that may result most 
disastrously to the cause of justice and the 
peace of mind of the community. 

There is no doubt that a dreadful blunder 
has been comfnitted in nominating Justice- 
of-the-Peace Haines for Probate Judge. For- 
tunately, it has not yet gone beyond the 
possibility of a remedy. The other candi- 
date for Probate Judge, Mr. J. C. Kxickxn- 
Bocker, is as censpicuously suited to 
the position as Mr. Hares is unfit. 
Mr. Kwrcxersocxen has had a long 
and large law practice, of which Probate 
business has for many years been his spe- 
cialty. There is probably no single lawyer 
in Cook County who has had so extensive an 
experience in this branch of his profession, 
which has become the congenial practice of 
Mr. Kwicxersocker’s life. He is a man of 
excellent character, great energy, strong 
physical constitution, and of a proper age 
and standing. We have no doubt that, if 
elected and life be spared to him, he will be 
continued in the position for many years 
and as long as he will consent to hold it; for 
it is the approved practice in all communi- 
ties to make no change in Probate Judges 
when they are competent. Judge WatLacx 
could probably have retained the posi- 
tion without political contest had he 
been willing to do so, and Mr. Kwicxer- 
BOCKER is perhaps the only lawyer in Cook 
County qualified to step into the place and 
go on with the business of the Court at once 
as smoothly and satisfactorily as if Judge 
Wa ..ace still presided over it. The election 
of Justice-of-the-Peace Harxzs, on the other 
hand, would unquestionably occasion serious 
delay and create great confusion for a long 
time, with the prospect that he would never 
acquire the knowledge and fitness necessary 
to an equitable, economical, and satisfactory 
administration of estates, | 


IMPURE MILK. 

The Medical Inspector of the South Di- 
vision has submitted to the Commissioner of 
Healt a report upon the purity of the milk 
supply of this city which should at once en- 
gage the attention of the municipal authori- 
ties. The report, which was printed in our 
last issue, sets forth the results of detailed 
investigations of several samples of milk 
from several stores, hotels, and other sources 
of supply, as compared with pure milk. 
It is shown,” says the report. that of all 
the product sold as milk, 23 per cent, or 
nearly one-fourth, is added water; second, 
that the milk has been deprived of 46.7 per 
cent, or nearly one-half of its cream; third, 
that only 20 per cent, or one-fifth, of the 
supply is genuine milk.” This evidently 
refers to the average supply. The Medical 
Inspector might have gone still farther in 
his lacteal investigations, and he would have 
found milk so villainously adulterated— 
drawn from cows that never see an open 
field of grass through the summer—as to be 
almost directly poisonous. 

The shameful fraud practiced in the milk 
supply of Chicago is nota new one. It has 
come up periodically for the last twenty 
years, and it has been proved over and over 
again that adulterations of all sorts are 
openly practiced, and yet nothing is done to 
remedy the evil. The practice of supplying 
impure milk is notonly a fraud, but a serious 
crime. It would be a matter of compara- 
tively light consequence if the consumer 
were simply swindled by being compelledto 
pay for cream he never gets, and to pay the 
milk-dealer more for water than he has 
to pay to the Board of Public Works. 
There is a graver side to this infamous busi- 
ness. The milkman who deals out this 
spurious stuff is practically guilty of infanti- 
cide. As the report says, it is only the 
physician in daily communion with disease 
who can appreciate the fact of the terrible 
rate of death among infants who depend for 
their sustenance upon this impoverished and 
adulterated milk. The Medical and Milk 
Inspectors have done their duty in calling 
the attention of the authorities to these in- 
famous practices. It now remains for the 
authorities not to take this report, senti- 
mentalize over it, and tuck it away ina 
pigeon-hole, but to follow up these crooked 
and swill milkmen, arrest and punish them 
with the severest penalties of the law, and 
if there are no laws capable of reaching 
them, then make some that will. It is time 
this infamous business was stopped. 


THE FRONT-DOOR IMBROGLIO. 
The United States of North America is 


severely agitated to-day whether the front 
door of the Chicago Post-Office shall be on 
the east side or the west side of the new 
building. The President, the Cabinet, both 
Houses of Congress, and all the political 
hangers-on find that front door taking prece- 
dence of all other questions. Architects are 
wrangling over it. Delegations of all sorts, to 
and from Chicago, with front doors in their 
carpet-bags, are swelling the passenger traffic 
of the trunk roads. Lawyers, ministers, doc- 
tors, bankers, and merchants are discussing 
the front door. Mutuzrr is studying a plan 
for putting a mansard roof on it. The news- 
paper press of the country is discussing the 
front door with about as much idea of its 
proposed situation as they have of the loca- 
tion of the King of Dahomey’s front door. 
The telegraph dispatches groan under the 


| burden of front doors. Chicago is all torn 


up on the subject of that front door. Jonx 
Drake, at the head of the Grand Pacific 
forces, wants a west front door. Porrrenr 
Patmer, at the head of the Palmer House 
forces, wants an east front door. The Tre- 
mont House wants a north front door, 
and the Transit House, at the Stock- 
Yards, wants a south front door, 
and the people who live diagonally 
between the cardinal points want front doors 
on the corners, while Mr. Honore’s Mer- 
cury would probably prefer to have it on 
the roof, and put the skylights in the base- 
ment. The West Side wants it on Clark 
street, half the North Side wants it on 
Adame street, half the South Side wants it 
on Jackson street, the other half of the 
South Side wants it on Dearborn street, the 
other half of the North Side wants it on 
Clark street, the Man at the Crib wants it on 
the northeast-by-north corner of Adams and 
Dearborn, and the employes at the shot- 
tower and Warp’s rolling-mills prefer to 
have it on the southeast-by-south corner of 
Clark and Adams streets. Upon this great 
question,—whether the front door shall be a 
back door, or the back door a front door, or 
the side door a back door, or the back door a 
side door and front door combined,—the peo- 
ple of Chicago have taken issue with all the 
vim that characterized the Brobdignagians 
whom Got found fighting each other 
to the death because they could not agree 
which end of an egg should be eaten from. 
The Big-Enders and Little-Enders of that im- 


mortal struggle find their counterparts in the 


ent contest. 

Tun Caicaco Tarsunz is disposed to view 
this struggle from a high philosophical 
plane. It recognizes the fact that if the 
front door be on Dearborn street the morn 
ing slumbers of the Pacific Hotel guests will 
be disturbed by the clangor of the mail- 
wagon, the gentle voice of the festive Gov- 
ernment mule, and the shouts of the lusty 
clerks. It recognizes the fact that if the 
front door be located on Clark street and the 
back door does not give access to the court- 
rooms, the jaded attorneys east of Dearborn 
street may have to traverse about a block 
and a half getting in and out of the build- 
ing. It is inclined to regard the sufferings 
of the side-streeters, in case the front door 
on Clark street becomes a back door on 
Dearborn, or vice versa, with tender sympa- 
thy. On general principles, there is no rea- 
son why Clark street should be more high- 
toned than Dearborn street, or why either 
street should be more gilt-edged than a side 
street, if the side street behaves itself and 
is happy. The side streets as a rule are 
more moral than the others. They have 
fewer pawnbrokers, whiskytshops, variety- 
shows, gutter-rats, and junk-shops. The 
gilded youth do not brawl on the side streets 
nor make night hideous on any east and west 
avenue. The side streets bear the same re- 
lation to the other streets that a gentleman 
of the old school in stand-up collar, ruffles, 
and brass buttons, who travels the same ruts 
everyday and observes the game punctilio 
with his bootblack as with his bank part- 
ners, does to the boisterous youth who is 
loud in his deportment on all occasions and 
disturbs the metropolis with his glitter, 
slang, and barbarous yawp. Viewing the 
subject from this high philosophical stand- 
point, the unprejudiced observer can hardly 
arrive at any other conclusion than this: 
The Government building will be a public 
building. It will be devoted to the whole 
public,—to all the people who write and re- 
ceive letters, to the people who pay taxes, to 
those who import goods, to those who 
sail the lakes, to some who must 
litigate, and to others who will have 
to goto the Penitentiary. Being for the 
benefit of the whole public, certainly the 
whole public should have a front door. This 
might be accomplished by a front door on 
each of the four sides. This would be thor- 
oughly impartial, for then every front door 
would be a back door, and every back door 
would be a front door, and the cellar doors 
might be thrown in gratuitously. This, 
however, is said to be impracticable, because 
the plans will not admit of it. The next 
best thing would be to compromise between 
the two high-toned streets and place the door 
on the quieter and more conservative side 
street, but here again the plans of the build- 
ing stand in the way, which forces us to the 
reluctant conclusion that a man who can- 
not draw the plans of a great public building 
with more than one front door is a 
Muuuietr. Meanwhile, the war goes on 
and must be settled. The people can- 
not stand this pressure much longer. It is 
disturbing families, disorganizing parties, 
disintegrating society, and disgruntling dis- 
positions. If itis really impossible to make 
both doors front doors, or both doors back 
doors, and there can be no side doors, front 
or back, the Pacific Hotel might throw dice 
with the Palmer House, best three in five, 
to see if the Pacific’s front door shall be the 
Palmer's back door, or vice versa. If the re- 
spective combatants will not agree to this, 
then let the matter be referred to a Front- 
Door Commission, organized without regard 
to race, sex, color, or previous condition of 
servitude, whose decision shall be final on 
every one except the Government mules, who 
will be certain to go to the front door any 
way, if itis sought to get them to the back 
door. Let us have peace. 


THE PROPOSED ISSUE OF BONDS. 

The citizens of Cook County will be called 
upon to vote next Tuesday either for or 
against the issue of $500,000 of county 
bonds, to be devoted to the construction of 
the Court-House. If it were certaip that all 
five of the Republican Reform candidates 
for the County Board will be elected (where- 
by the Ring would be broken) it would be 
advisable to vote for the issue, as an honest 
Board would reduce the tax-levy for 1877 in 
that proportion, and expend the amount 
realized from the bonds economically and 
fairly. Unfortunately, such a result cannot 
confidently be predicted. The Republicans 
may elect the general county ticket by a 
majority of several thousand, and 
yet lose four of the Commission- 
ers by failing to secure a majority 
in the eighteen wards of the oity, the vote of 
which determines the election of four of the 
five Commissioners. If the Democrats have 
a majority in the aggregate vote of the city 
of only a dozen, their four city candidates 
for the County Board would be elected, and 
there is now no doubt that such a result 
would give the County Ring a new lease of 
life, as it only requires one new member to 
maintain its majority inthe Board. Every 
taxpayer who is convinced that the Repub- 
licans will carry the city as well as the coun- 
ty will be justified in voting for the issue, 
but every one who entertains the slightest 
doubt about this should vote against it, for, 
in the event of the city being carried by 
Lies’s bummers, there is no reasonable ques- 
tion but the $500,000 will be squandered and 
stolen. 

No special injury, inconvenience, or delay 
in the building of the Court-House will be 
occasioned by refusing to sanction the issue 
of bonds for that purpose. The county tax- 
levy for 1876 was $1,601,600, and out of this 
there was an appropriation of $425,000 on 
account of the Court-House construction, 
which has not yet been entirely exhausted. 
On this year’s valuation, the 75 cents limita- 
tion of tax, along with the extra tax that 
may be levied for payment of interest on 
old debt, will yield a levy of $1,500,000; 
and this, even if the current expenses be 
maintained at the same enormous rate as 
during the last two years, would 
afford from $300,000 to $350,000 for 
the Court-House. In addition to this 
amount, there will be a large contribu- 
tion from back taxes, which will begin to 
come in next summer. It is expected that 
all the back taxes that are collectable at all 
will be placed in process of collection next 
summer, and be paid into the Treasury within 
the year. If all five of the Republican 
Reform Commissioners be elected, they will 
proceed at once to a notable reduction of 
current expenses in the County Clerk’s office 
and the various departments, and it will 
probably be possible for them to set aside 
$500,000 for the Court-House construction 
and still keep down the tax-levy below the 
constitutional limit. But if the Ring be 
granted an extension of power, either by the 
election of the four Democratic candidates in 
the city or Tom Hoax from the country, the 
taxpayers may expect that the full amount of 
taxes allowed by law will be exacted from 


un. $500,000 would not 


relieve them, but only give that additional 
fund over to plunder. 

These are the conditions surrounding the 
proposed issue. As we have said, an assur- 
ance of Reform government would suggest 
the voting of the bonds, because they would 
then serve to reduce; taxation but the dan- 
ger that the Democrats may elect a part of 
their ticket in the city should caution doubt- 
ful voters to oppose the issue, as it would not 
reduce taxation under Ring government, but 
only pile up the material for official robbery. 
Under these circumstances, every citizen who 
has any reason to suspect that the city will 
not go Republican by a majority large 
enough to carry through all of the Commis- 
sioners will find it more prudent to vote 
against the bond issue, in order that the 
County Board shall be limited at least to the 
lawful tax-levy.

“THE NATIONAL GAME” A FRAUD. 

Base-ball was once a respectable, if not a 
highly-intellectual, form of amusement. 
Since it has passed into the keeping of pro- 
fessional players, it has been steadily losing 
character. It was in its balmy days a game 
for boys. Those were the hilarious times in 
which it was customary to choose sides, 
first choice being secured by measuring the 
length of a stick, fist over fist, or by the less- 
imaginative process of tossing up a coin. 
The soft ball was in vogue, and the practice 
of ‘‘socking it to em was a wonderful in- 
centive to activity on the part both of throw- 
ers and runners. The character of the game 
began to decay with the introduction 
of the hard ball. This was not fit 
for the purposes of tender youth. 
It made the hands smart, and stained the 
ingenuous cheek of childhood with tears and 
idle smears, born from whacks on sensitive 
parts of the body. The noble art of “‘sock- 
ing it to’em,” which, we hold, constituted 
the essence of the original and innocent 
game, was abandoned as soon as the hard 
ball came into fashion. For it was custo- 
mary to have the socker and sockee change 
places at stated intervals during the game; 
and, whenever the hard ball was used, it 
was noticed that all the youth were ambi- 
tious to serve in the former capacity and 
none in the latter. The epoch also was 
marked by the growth of the number of 
spectators. The harder the ball became, the 
more frequent were the secessions from the 
players to the on-lookers, until the latter far 
exceeded in strength and intelligence the 
active participants. This tendency resulted 
in handing the game over to hired men, who, 
for a certain stipulated sum per annum 
agreed to bruise their bodies for the delight 
of all who might choose to pay for the priv- 
ilege. 

This strictly-phiJosophical account of the 
origin of the professional game, which has 
been suggested by admiration of the methods 
of HALLax and Lecxy, prepares the way 
for a trial of the whole institution as it at 
present exists. The national game, so- 
called, is now intrusted to a number of ath- 
letic young men, who exhibit it for a liveli- 
hood. They make a business of it. Unless 
there is something ennobling in the pastime, 
no person can make a business of it without 
surrendering something of his dignity and 
self-respect. There is nothing ennobling in 
it. The act of hitting a ball and catching it 
—or, far worse, of not hitting it and not 
catching it—is not calculated to develop the 
intellectual or moral nature. It is a proposi- 
tion capable of easy demonstration that the 

en who engage in base-ball fora living tend 

8 a low plane of morality. There are 
good and honorable men among them, every- 
body knows; but the majority of them are 
not so. The majority of them would rather 
travel a crooked road than a straight one 
when both are open to them. The majority 
of them have low associates, bad habits, and 
a contempt for the ordinary sentiments of 
honor. They regard the outside people who 
support them in comparative idleness and 
luxury as geese to be plucked, and them- 
selves as foreordained of Providence to do 
the plucking. 

The revelations of fraud in the game which 
have just been made at Louisville and St. 
Louis only confirm suspicions which have 
been entertained for a long time past by 
nearly all patrons of the game. The facts 
are worse than was commonly supposed. 
Nobody believed that such clubs as those of 
St. Louis and Louisville were managed by a 
Chicago gambler, or that the Chicago Club 
contained players who were dishonest. But 
there has been a wide-spread feeling that the 
national game was unaccountably mysterious 
in its operations; that clubs didn’t win or 
lose when they ought to; and that certain 
players were always doing unexpected things, 
to the great profit of some person or persons 
unknown. In some instances before players 
had been convicted of selling games, and it 
was fair to presume that other players not 
detected or convicted had been guilty 
of similar practices. The confessions of 
two players at Louisville prove that 
this is the case; that unquestionably the 
strongest club in the country sold itself out 
for a small sum in money and gave the 
championship to Boston. One of the players 
thus convicted on his own confession was 
esteemed as honest a man as any in the pro- 
fession. If he cannot be trusted, hardly 
any other player can be. It was shown be- 
sides that two other players in the same club 
were corrupt; anda St. Louis newspaper, 
with great show of reason, brings a similar 
accusation against members of the St. Louis 
and the Chicago Clubs. The latter, if it sold 
out at all, must have been more industrious 
about it than any other organization in the 
country, for in one season it jumped from 
the top to the bottom of the list.

which he has brought the administration of 
his office.” One of his functions is to make 
up the record in tax cases, and upon the 
manner in which it is done may be quoted 
a portion of the decision of Supreme-Judge 
Walz in the suit of Tuatcuer os. The 
People, reported in the 79th Illinois Re- 
ports, page 606: 

We find in this and other tax cases the records 
are most bunglingly made. They are out of all 
shape for filing, and are extremely inconvenient to 
handle or refer to, and are greatly larger than fair- 
ness to the litigants warrants. Itisa matter of 
surprise that any Clerk should be willing to permit 
such unshapely things to go from his office. In 
giving the list of lands against which the taxes 
being contested are levied, it is wholly unneces- 
sary to give any other tracts not involved in the 
appeal or writ of error. Itis a manifest wrong to 
litigants to incumber the record with long lists of 
lands not in dispute and having no connection 
with the matter in litigation.

RUSSIAN SUCCESSES. 
OFFICIAL BULLETIN. 

Loxbox, Nov. 3.—A Russian official dispatch 
dated Bogot, Nov. 2, says Gen. Kanzeff an- 
nounces the capture of Dae-Tetewen, north- 
east of j Orchanie, where there were 
seven large and thirty small fortified 
positions. The Turks left upwards of a hundred 
dead on the field. Our loss was insignificant. 
We seized a large quantity of provisions, tools 
for intrenchments, cartridges, and a herd of 
cattle. 

INSPECTION. 

Yesterday the Grand Duke Nicholas inspect- 
ed the positions we have occupied at Gorny- 
Dubnik, from which the Turks on the approach 
of the Rursians on the 3ist ult. withdrew dur- 


ing the night to Plevna. Thus this 
important point has passed into our 
hands without fighting. The same day 


we advanced from Dubnik two versts nearer to 
Pievna. We are also intrenching in new posi- 
tions towards Orchanie. Our infantry occupied 
Lukowitza, and the cavalry made a further ad- 
vance. Chevket Pasha is retiring without fight- 
ing towards Orchanie. 

HARDLY. 

Lorpos, Nov. 3.—A dispatch from Sophia, 
Cated Thursday, says: ‘The fighting continues 
on the Orchanie and Plevna road. Cberket 
Pasha occupies a position commanding the 
junction of Orchanie and Plevna and Orchanie 
Lovatz roads. The Russian advarce has been 
repulsed with heavy loss. Reinforcements are 
arriving rapidly. An attempt to take Telische 
will be made immediately.“ 

ASIA MINOR. 

A Russian official dispatch dated Visinkoi, 2d, 
says: After an almost uuresisted occupation 
of Kaprikoi on the 28th ult., when Ghazi Mukn- 
tar and Ismail Pasba’s rear guard hastily re- 
treated to Hassan-Kaleh. our cavalry con- 
tinued the pursuit, and two hours after 
midnight attacked the enemy’s  bivouac. 
After a short skirmish we entered the bivouac, 
cut down 100 men, and compelled the others to 
take to flight. The pursuit was continued six 
versts, when it was discontinued because of the 
extreme fatigue of both men and horses. 
At 5 in the morning our cavalry cc 
cupied Hassan-Kaleh.- Meantime other cavalry 


arrived near Kurndjuk, eighteen versts from 
Erzeroum. Gens. Heymann's and Tergukas- 
soff’s columns are concentrated near Deve- 
Boyoun, where the enemy are encamped. 


SOUTH AMERICA, 
THE MEIGGS OBSEQUIES AT LIMA. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, Nov. 3.—The Panama Star and 


Herald of Oct. 22 gives the following details ot 


the funeral of Henry Meiggs: The ceremonies 
were the most imposing ever witnessed in Peru. 
After the body had been carefully embalmed it 
was deposited in a superb casket richly orna- 
mented, and this placed in one of the spacious 
saloons of the mansion, hung with black and 
silver, and fragrant with the perfume of beauti- 
ful tropical flowers. 
AN IMMENSE CROWD OF PEOPLE 

of all ranks and quality passed through the 
chamber where the remains were resting, al- 
though they were denied the satisfaction of 
viewing the features of the deceased. 

The funeral occurred at the Church of Our 
Lady of Mercy, one of the grandest temples of 
worship in South America. The church was 
sumptuously draped with black velvet hangings, 
relieved by silver ornaments representing tears. 
The altar and sacristy were strewn with 
beautiful flowers, and the coffin, bigh on its 
pedestal, surrounded with lights. Minister 
of the United States Gibbs presided 
over the ceremonies. During the service 
no eulogy was pronounced, it being usual to 
make such utterances in the cemetery. The 
President of the Republic sent his aides to rep- 
resent him. Ministers of State fore en Envovs 
and Consuls, men who are ers in Lima and 
Callao. and many of the forenjost ladies of the 
Capital, came to join in the lamentations at the 
church. 

ONE OF THE MOST AFFEC G INCIDENTS 
occurred when an attempt made after the 
conclusion of the Mass to place the body in a 
hearse. The populace, crowding the plaza in 
frout of the church. absolutely refused to allow 
the casket to be carried save on their shoul- 
ders, and, taking possession of it, led 
the procession for nearly half a mile, when, 
after strenuous representations, it became ap- 
parent that their mode of conveyance would de- 
lav the ceremony until an unreasonably late 
hour. Then the people consented to allow the 
coffin to be placed on the deautifull y-ornament- 
ed track, but insisted on drawing it to its desti- 
nation. 

TWO HUNDRED CARRIAGES 

followed the remains, and at lcast 20,000 people 
were in line. Trams on the Oroyo Rulroad con- 
veyed p-ople gratis as far as the anteon, as the 
cemetery is termed, aud were crowded. Bus.

SAN FRANCISCO.

San Francisco, Nov. 3.—For several weeks 
past a series of so-called workingmen’s meet- 
ings have been held in the open air at various 
points in the city, at which the speakers have 
indulged in the most violent and incendiary 
harangues, threatening the peace of the com- 
munity and the lives and property of 
a number of prominent citizens by name. 
No attempt has been made to arrest 
the speakers owing to the _ disinclina- 
the authorities to make martyrs 
of them. The presse has been silent 
until within a few days, when the principal 
journals sounded the alarm at the impetus 
which the disorderly movement is gaining, and 
are now calling loudly for prompt and energetic 
action of the authorities. The Chinese have 
already taken the alarm, and six companies 
have addressed a communication to the Mayor 
calling his attention to the threats which these 
demagogues have uttered against them, and 
asking protection. Many cool-headed citizens 
consider the situation liable to become cr'ti.al 
unless such action is taken as will effectually 
stamp out the riotous conduct.

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MORTON. 


Preparations for the Funeral of 
the Great Statesman 
To-Morrow. 


Resolutions Adopted by City Coun- 
cils and Other Public 
Bodies. 


A List of Prominent Persons Who Will 
Attend the Obsequies, 


InpréwaPouis, Nov. 8.—The remains of Sen- 
ator Morton will be escorted to the Court- 
House Sunday morning by the Light Infantry 
Drum Corps. The casket will be placed in the 
centre of the great hall on the same catafaique 
on which President Lincoln’s remains rested 
while lying in state in this city. Visitors will 
be required to pass through from west to east. 
The doors will be closed at 8 o’clock in the even- 
ing, and the body taken to the tamuily residence 
for the night. 

Again on Monday morning the remains will 
be placed in the Court-House from 9 to 11 
o’clock, when they will be reconveyed to the 
residence, and from thence to the church. The 
cLurch will be opened at 12:30 p. m. on Mon- 
day, giving preference to the ladies and visitors 
from abroad, reserving one-fourtu of the main 
centre in front for the family and invited 
guests, who will convene atthe residence at 
12:30, previous to going to the church. When 
the house is filled, the guards will give notice 
and prevent over-crowding. 

The main procession, under command of Gen. 
Wallace, will be formed during the services in 
the church, and move promptly on their con- 
clusion. 

The Grand Lodge of the I. O. O. F. will take 
charge of the remains from the charch, and con- 
duct the ceremonies at the grave. The Senator 
was a Past Grand Master of that body. 

The following persons have given notice of 
their intention to be present at the funeral on 
Monday* The Secretary of War; the Secretary 
of the Navy; the Attorney General; First As-

sentatives of the judiciary and Federal officers 


at Cincinnati, the Hon. William Henry Smith, 
Gen. Anson i Col. Pierce, William 
Penn Nixon of Chicago, the Hon. Bland 
Ballard, the Hon. J. M. Harlan, Gen. James 
Ekin; the Hon. James Speed, of Louisville; 
Col. R. G. Ingersoll, of Peoria, III.: Col. James 
B. Eades, of St. Louis. 

A _— number of prominent men of this 
State and elsewhere have also telegraphed their 
intention of being bere. The indications are 
that the excursion-trains to morrow will bring a 
very large number to view the remains, and on 
Monday morning several military companies of 
the State will arrive. 

LourIsviI_ug, Nov. 3.—The Hon. James 8 
presided at a meeting to-day, called for the pur- 
pose of taking appropriate action on the death 
of Sevator Morton. Mr. L. O. Howlett was 
Secretary. After remarks by several gentiemen 
woo were present, the Chair designated a com- 
mittee to drait suitable resolutions. Judge 
Bland Ballard was Chairman of this committee. 
The other members were Gen. John M. 
Harlan, Col. A. G. Hodges, Silas F. Miller, B. 
H. Bristow, and Thomas Speed. Their report 
pays a beautiful tribute to the memory of the 
dead, and closes as follows: ‘Mourning his 
loss, filled with grief that his great heart no 
longer throbs in sympathy for all that 
is good and desirable, and that a 
great counselor aud administrator has 
passed away, we resolve that we tender to his 
afflicted family this expression of our respect 
for the memory oi Gov. Morton, and offer to 
them our deepest sympathy in this hour of their 
grief. A committee was also appointed to at- 
tend the runcral in a body. 

Crncinnati, O., Nov. 3.—The Common Coun- 
cil met yond at the call of Mayor Moore, 
President Winkler, of the Board of Aldermen, 
presiding, and adopted a memorial in memory 
of Sevator Morton. Eulogies were pronounced 
by the Hon. Benjamin Eggieston, sident of 
the Board of Councilmen, aud others.

Topeka, Kas., Nov. 3.—Pursuant to a public 
call to meet and express the views of those 
present on the death of Senator Morton, the 
Court-House this evening was filled. After 
a number of short addresses, mostly by personal 
acquaintances of the late Senator, a series of 
resoiutions expressive of the highest 
were passed, and an engrossed copy directed to 
be forwarded to Mrs. Morton, and one to the 
Mayor of Indianapolis. 

Sr. Lovis, Nov. 3.—Miss Phebe Couzins will 
leave for indianapolis to-morrow to attend the 
funeral of the late Senator Morton. She will 
take with her a beautiful floral offering as a 
tribute of gratitude and respect from Mrs. 
Frances Minor and herself, for: his firm advocacy 
of woman suffrage.

CRIME. 


A LAND-SHARK’S WORK, 

Special Despatch to he Chicago Tribune. 
Sr. Lours, Nov. 3.—A remarkable trial, in- 
volving the title to $150,000 worth of real estate, 
came to a conclusion this afternoon, after being 
one week before a jury in the Circuit Court. It 
has a history of unusual and thrilling interest. 
In 1873 George C. Miller brought suit avainst 
William H. Clapton, Gerhart Kohring, Brock 
W Bennet, Regina Hagemier, and the St. Louis 
University, for the possession of a large district 
of land lying in the northern part of 
the city, and known as Bryan’s Sub- 
division, and valued at over $150,000. 
Miller exhibited as an evidence of bis title a 
deed from Sarah Lucas, the original patentee, 
dated March 23, 1821, regularly drawn and ac- 
knowledged before the Circuit Clerk of New 
Madrid County. The validity of the deed was 
satisfactorily established. Miller got judg- 
ment, and the judgment being affirmed by the 
Supreme Court, was put in possession of the 
extensive lands which have since grown largely 
in value. Subsequently it was casually discov- 
covered that the 23d of March, 
1821, the date of the Sarah Lu- 
cas deed, came on Sunday, which, in 
itself. under the laws of Missouri, would have 
made the deed invalid, and this fact,taken in the 
connection with the circumstance that a man 
named W. W. Gitt. formerly known as a noto- 
rious land-shark, was a witness to the acknowl- 
edgment, aroused suspicion tuat the docament 
was a forgery. Suit was brought for ejectment, 
anda large number of witnesses summoned, 
among whom was Gen. Watkins, of Scott 
County, and a half-brother of Henry Clay. 
Another witness was James Reed, a well-known 
professional iorger of land-titles: The 
attorney in the case had reason 
to believe that Reed knew something about the 
origin of the Sarah Lucas deed, and after a long 
search found him in Chicago, but before his evi- 
dence could be secured be was spirited away to 
Germany, where he was kept a vear. Reed re- 
appea recently, however, and steps were 
taken to obtain his testimony. This was done, 
and by him it was conclusively proven that the 
deed, purporting ta have been executed more 
than half a century ago, was in fact forged in 
the Southern Hotel in St. Louisin 1871. Dep- 
ositions of otbers, among them the Clerk of 
the Criminal Court of Cook County, III., 
brought to light old notes and bonds taken 
from the trunk of James Reed, which had been 
committed to the custody of the Fidelity Bank 
for safe keeping, some of which were dated 
1821, the same as the Lucus deed. and bearing 
the signatures of all the witnesses to the Lucus 
deed: also a book of old papers bearing the 
watermark and otber evidences identical with 
that on which the Lucas deed was drawn; also 
a wax impression of the New Madrid County seal, 
in use when the Lucas deed was purported 
fo have been made. On this testimony the 
original judgment of the Court was reversed 
and an order issued dispossessing Miller, an 
turning over tie lands to the rightful owners, 
and thus perfecting a number of valuable tities 
that came so near being entirely destroved by 
the ingenious device of a bold land-shark

A WIFE’S DESPERATION.

Bhe objected to her coming, and says that she 
understood that her husband had deeded his 
property to his housekeeper. Neither husband 
nor wile is out of danger. Whitely was born in 
England, but has lived here forty years. Two 
or three years ago his former wife committed 
suicide, and about eighteen montbs ago he mar- 
ried a woman much younger than himself, with 
whom ne has lived unhappily, their quarrels 
culminating in this affair.

Muddles Things Generally.

PHILADELPHIA. Nov. 3.—It is impossible to 
say whether general apathy will come to the 
rescue of the Democrats with sufficient force 
next Tuesday to insure them the election. The 
State gave Hartranft 34,000 majority in 1872, 
while Grant had 136,000 majority with a small 
aggregate vote. Since then the majority has 
never been 4 per cent of the total vote. In 1874, 
during the great Democratic tidal-wave, Lieut.- 
Goy. Latta, Democrat, was elected by 4,000 
majority. The next year Hartranft had 
10,000 majority, and last year Hayes’ 
majority was only a little more 
than 2 per cent of the total vote. Now there 
is little to call out the full vote. The most im- 


portant office is that of State Treasurer, which- 


is regarded as the 
KEY OF THE POLITICAL SITUATION, 

because the funds have been the source of great 
political corrruption, Mr. Macky having at one 
time had $3,000,000 of money floating round 
from one bank to another, and’ being frequently 
transferred to a place where it could do 
more good. Both the candidates are 
equally unobjectionable, and the same 
can be said of Messrs. Schell and 
Passmore, who are rivals for the Anditor- 
Generalship. Judge Sterrett has the advantage 
of possession, and a long and distinguished ca- 
reeron the Bench, though Judge Trunkey is 
very popular in his district. 

Now, to look over the field in detail, Phila- 
delphia unquestionably holds the key to the 
situation.

Next may be classed 
Somerset, which can come abreast with Leba- 
non with her 1,400 majority. Both will turn up 
BETTER THAN THE AVERAGE 
this vear, and give probably 17000 each. 
Allowing outside figures, Chester will 
drop down to 1,500 instead of her 3,000. 
Delaware will shrink from 2,000 down to 1,200. 
Dauphin will come up 1,000 or so majority, and 
there will not be a Republican majority in any 
county south of the Susquehanna and east of 
the Alleghenies worth taking into a calculation. 
Judge Sterrett will undoubtedly lead his 
ticket in this city, and it is claimed that he will 
gain largely in Allecheny. and he will, as a 
rule, be the highest Kepublican in all the coun- 
ties not immmediately affected by Judge Trun- 
key’s well-earned popularity in the northwest. If 
the Democratic majority in the State shall be 
less than 10,000, toe election of Judge Sterrett 
is possible, but, as it mayswell up anywhere 
from 10.000 to 40,000, his success is far from 
being assured.

They see that to carry outthe programme 
will produce a serious financial embarrassment on 
their part. Wen they are in a state of dismal un- 
ce. tainty a6 to what to do some astute person sug- 
gesis thatthe best thing would be to compromise 
with the boys and get out as cheaply as possible. 
This advice is generally followed. and the meeting 
comes to au abrupt termination, the horsemen de- 
gart, cursing their bad luck, and the delufled en- 
thusiasts who started the ruinous scheme return 
to their legitimate occupations enriched in experi- 
ence, but Consideraoly poorer in pocket.

parties interested in them are b'ed. 

AN ERRUNBOUS DECISION. 

At tne meeting given by the Virginia, III., Asso- 
ciation in 1870, the trotting horses Wolford's E. 
Lady Star, G. T. Pilot, and another whose name is 
not recalled, started iu a race. The parties having 
V olford's Z in charge believed he could win the 
rece, and backed him heavily at the pool-box. 
Apbording to general belief, Lady Star was to 
belp Wolford win, Pilot not being thought a dan- 
gerous adversary. He won the first heat, bowever, 
presumably by sufferance, Wolford taking the 
second in fast time, considering the state of the 
track. Pilot then took another heat, when a pro- 
test was entered, it being claimed that he was 
trotting out of bis class. A telegram, purporting 
to come from the Association at Creston, Ia, 
supporting the alleged violation of the rules. was 
shown, and tne horse was expelled, Wolford's Z 
then going on and winning the race easily: The 
judges, however, very wisely deciared the pools 
off. The owners of Pilot took the matter before 
the Board of Appeals, and at the meeting of the 
Western District Board in July last, the whole 
thing was declared to have been botched, 
and it was ordered that the race be trotted 
over at this season's meeting at Virginia. 
Tne Association fixed upon Oct. 20 as the day ror 
t e race to be finished. the Board having decided 
that it should be trotted from the heat in which 
Pilot was sent to the stable. On the appointed day 
Pilot was the only horse that appeared, and he 
jogged arvund the track for the purse. The other 
horses were deciared distanced, but the judges re- 
fused to pay first money to Pilot, on the ground 
thatasthe other horses did not appear it wasa 
walk-over for him, and according to Rule ¥ of the 
National Assoclation Code no purse will ve awarded 
for a waik-over, out in cases where only one of tue 


— 


course he shall be eniitied to his own entrance- 
money and to one-half of the entrance-money re- 
ceived from ali other horses entered in the race. 

This decision was of course objected to by the 
Pilot party, who will again take the matter to the 
Board of Appeals, which bodv will undoubtedly 
decide tuat the horse is entitled to first money in 
the race, as his victory was not in any sense a 
walk-over, ut the conclud:ng heat of an un(inished 
race. It is entirely probable that the Virzinia 
Association knows this to ve the case, bat wishes 
to delay tne payment of honestly-earned money as 
long as possible.

THE TEN BROECK-PAROLE RACE. 

There has been a great deal of talk, much of 
which was —— senseless, about the recent 
defeat of Ter Broeck at Baltimore N and 
the cries that the race was ‘* fixed,” that the Ken- 
tucky horse was drugved, and that Tom Ochiltree, 
owned by George Lorillard. was merely started as 
a helper to his brother Pierre s horse, Parole, and 
was never intended to win, have been lond and 
numerous. Tas Trisune has said nothing one 


way or the other on the subject, preferring to wait 
until the story of the race should be told, and 
judgment passed upon it by somebody who wit- 


nessed the struggle, and was competent to talk of 
it without being affected by prejudice. Mr. 
Charles J. Foster, editor of the Dew York Sports- 
man, is such a man, and the follewing by him 
upon the subject will be read with interest.

It was not the time of the whole 
which cooked the mutton of the big beaten horses, but 
the intensity of the pace ina part of it. You crowd into 
half a mile the muscular force and nervous ener 
which might be distributed overamile anda half. 
and you stop ninety-nine horses out of a hundred. 
The old and weill-tried axiom ts that pace kilts, 
and it does not take a great distance of ground to kill 
in when it ts realiy severe. Now, here is Ten Broeck, 
a four-mie horve beyond all question, and has run the 
fastest four miles in public, and yet Aristides had him 
dead beat in two miles by reason Of Severe pace. Well, 
here be is again, deemed almost unbeatable, and with 
the fastest records at all distances, from one mile to 
four, and Parole beats him in two miles and a half, 
solely because in one part of the race the pace was at 
the rate of one minuie thirty-six seconds to the mile, 
and the little was the ouly ome that could en- 
dure it. Now this seems to us to be @ more reasonable 
explanation than that len Broeck was off. 
of, how was it he beat Tom Ochiitree ten lengths? 
Word came from Baltimore that Tom was never better 
than just before the rain-storm, and it will hardly be 
believed that they were both off. It all hinges upon the 
supposition that it was a bad race because the time of 
it was not fast. Now, this has out Uttle to do with it. 
The horses did not go to make time. They hada salu- 
tary fear of each other, and neither of them dared to 
O away fast at first. his race will A part of the 
fistory of the turf, and {it ought to go in iis annals in 
proper shape. The merit of a race andthe quality of a 
racehorse do not depend upon time. If Parole had al- 
ways been in Kentucky, carrying light weights and 
running upon the fast track at Loulsyille, what sort of 
a reputation would he have had by this time? There 
have been in England two races for the Ascot Cup 
Which are especially famous, In one of them West 
Australian beat Kingston by a In the oth- 
er Teddington beat Stockwell by @ head, and they 
reeled past the post in sore distress. That race was 
six seconds slower than West Austraijien's, and yet it 
as always been accounted the best. because the pace 
was terrific in the last three-quarters of a mile of It. 
That three-quarters of a mile utterly exhausted those 
two horses. and they were as good as have been 
raised in England. Both had thé Whalebone blood 
in the male line as Parole has, and Stockwell had 
the blood of Web as well, a@ Parole has. There 
is every reason to believe that there three horses on 
Wednesday ran a part of their race as fast as any 
three horses ever ran on such a course. We can- 
not account for two of them veing beaten and 
in any her way. There are 
sople going gabdbling abodt to the effect that 
Pom Ochiltree was not meant to win, and that Mr. 
George Lorillard sent him there to help his brother. 
Such men ought to be putin the lunatic asylum, if it 
were not that their criveling folly would exasperate 
the very madmen within its walls. Mr. George Loril- 
lard’s pride in his horse is very great, and nothing would 
have induced him to have losi this rae if he could 
have won it. There is no need of any explanation 
touching the result, if one simple fact is admitted: 
that is, that Parole is as good a horse. when in condi- 
tion. for two miles aud a half. as he is allowed to 
for a mile and a half. Admit this (and there is nothing 
more reasonable) and the whole difficulties vanish. Why 
should he not be a good two mile and a half horse, with 
105 ibs. on him? He beat Tom Uchiltree two lengths in 
the Saratoga Cup, with 10)lbs more weight. The fact 
is that the Messrs. Luorillarda, Mr. Welch, and 
Mr. Brown ought to be very ful to Capt. 
Moore and the Champion of the Light Weights. But 
for their clamor and lamentation over the weights of 
the American Jockey Club, Mr. Haiper would have 
brought Ten Broeck on to run for the Centennial Cup, 
in which case he would have defeated Tom Ochiltree, 
and would not have been beaten by Parole at Baltimore 
on Wednesdky. as there would have been no such race.

Tom Andrews 
had everything ready for dinner, and outside 
hung a choice collection of game, including 
partridges, ducks, wild gerse, etc., fish, 
and vegetables. Inside the tables were 
decked with showy cloths and embellished 
with silverware, glasses, and napkins. Tue tire 
originated from the stuve in the laundry, and 
spread with great rapidity. Inthe rear of the 
building, where the fire originated, is a little 
court-yard, in which were wandering in blissful 
peace about a hundred geese, chickens, and 
ducks, which were cut short In the prime of 
their crows and quacks, and sent prematurely to 
pot and roasted without regard to previous con- 
dition. The loss to Tom Andrews will be, on 
stores, about $600; liquors, $500; damage to fur- 
niture by water and destruction of laundry, about 
$000 more, making a total of $2,000, which is 
is covered by an insurance of $3,000. Tom 
Andrews says that, though he was mach singed 
and soaked, he wiil be in running order again 
in time for dinner to-morrow. 

George Mansur lays the blame for the fire on 
Toin Andrews, who, he say, insists upon using 
carbon oil, His loss is mainly by smoke. He 
has a stock of liquors in bis 1 valued at 
$10,000, including two casks of very old Scotch 
whisky, valued alone at $1,000. His joss is 
about $1,000, covered b policies in the Scottish 
Commercial, of Great Britain, and the Millville, 
— . Jersey; the former 83, 000 and the latter 


Messrs. Morehouse & Co. will lose about 
$500, which is covered by insurance of $5,000. 
Had their building been provided with iron 
shutters they would have suffered no incon- 
venience at all. The building belongs to the 
McCormick estate, and $100 will repair it. 

The damage to the Rice Building is less than 
$500, fully covered by insurance. The fire was 
confined to the cellar of the building, and had 
it been allowed to gain much headway a great 
deal of damage would have soon resulted, as 
there are some very large furniture houses in 
the vicinity on Randolph street. 

AT LOUISVILLE, KY. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 3.—A fire this morn- 
ing destroyed Herr & Taylor’s tobacco factory. 
The value of the stock was $10,000; insurance, 
$8,000. The whisky establishment of J. B. Mc- 
Ilvain & Son, adjoining, was seriously damag- 
ed. Five hundred barrels of bourbon belong- 
ing to the firm were destroyed, entailing a loss 
of $31,000. Three hundred barrels belonging to 
J. A. Cunningham, and 215 barrels belonging to 
O. A. Ruapp were also consumed. Cunning- 
ham’s loss is $18,000; Knapp’s somewhat less. 
All parties were insured, probably to the ex- 
tent of two-thirds of the value of their losses.

As work slackens in 
the country, they will come to the city, and the 
question in all its bearings comes up with great 
force: ** What shall we do with them!“ Steady 
employment we wish to give, and if shirt-man- 
ufacturers, clothing-houses, where women are 
employed, candy factories, and those in need of 
copyists, as well as families, will please be sure 
and remember the Woman's Christian Asso- 
ciation, 91 and 98 East Washington street, 
Room 6, the question will then be in a great 
measure satisfactorily answered.

STREET-PaVING. 

A correspondent writes upon a communica- 
tion on street-paving, signed *‘ Public Good,” 
found in Tus amount of the 28th uit., which, 

says, reflects his own ideas exactly, only 


that he wishes to offer an amendment or sub- 


stitute, that a bed of concrete be laid before 
setting his blocks of stove. He furthermore 
States that it bas long been an eyesore“ to 
him that the city has not tried the wooden- 
block paving upon concrete - founda 
tions, and that the foundations which 
have always deen used have been the 
worst imaginable. The earth is a soft, light 
soil, frequently the accumulation of rubbish 
etc., and frequently even frozen lumps of 
earth are picked up and made to serve as a bed. 
He says that to prepare a proper road-bed the 
earth should be perfectly dry and packed hard 
in its place by puddling or rolling, or both. 
This, he states, is never done to any consider- 
able extent. The concrete of which the writer 
speaks he thinks should be from four to six 
inches in thickness; the wooden biocks should 
be set on this bed, and then, he is confident, we 
shall bear no more complaint about the power 
of pavements. By doing this he says we shou! 

have good roads for alltime. The blocks would 
wear out in time, it is true, bat they could be 
replaced, and we should always have a sub- 
stantial foundation. 


OBITUARY. 
J. F. EASTMAN. 

The death of Mr. J. P. Eastman, which oc- 
curred at his residence in Canfield, in this coun- 
ty, Monday last, deserves more than a passing 
notice. For many years past he had been an 
invalid, and in consequence withdrawn from 
active life and public view, but he is remem- 
bered by most of tlie old residents of this city, 
and especially by those who are conversant with 
the early bistory of the Wisconsin Division of 
the Northwestern Railroad, with the construc- 
tion of which he was prominently connected. 
Many, indeed, now holding high positions as 
officials of the road first came West at the solic- 
itation of Mr. Eastman, and commenced their 
railroad career under him. Mr. Eastman was 
boru in Kingston, N. H., on the 4th of April, 
1808, and was therefore nearly 70 years oid at 
the time of his death. At an early period of 
bis life he became interested in railroad 
matters, and previous to his emigration to 
lliinois his reputation as an _ energetic 
and successful railroad contractor and manager 
stood very high. He was connected in different 
capacities with roads in New England at that 
time, and they became largely indebted to his 
far-seeing judgment and skill for much of the 
success they subsequently attained. In 1854 he 
came West, at the solicitation of the Hon. John 
B. Macy, of Fond du Lac, Wis., and was the first 
contractor on what was then known as the 
Northwestern Railroad, now known as the Wis- 
consin Division of the same road. As is known 
to many, the railroad, then in its infancy, was a 
severe sufferer from the financial revulsion of 
1857, and the Company were compelled for the 
time being to suspend operations. Mr. East- 
man, who had embarked his whole fortune in 
the enterprise, lost heavily, and was obliged to 
return East. He came West again in 1867, and 
settled on a farm at Canfield, remaining there 


until his death, and where his family still 


reside. For the two years he has 
been the victim of paralysis, induced, doubt- 
less, by the severe mental strain to which he 
had subjected himself in carrying forward his 
manifold and complicated business enterprises. 
He was held in high esteem by all the old rail- 
road officials, and the Company has in many 
wavs always recognized his services. He leaves 
a son, now engaged in railroading at the East, 
an only daughter, Miss Martha Eastman, and 
his widow, who, during his long illness, were 
unwearying in their attentions to the helpicss 
invalid, and with woman’s devotion tenderly 


watched and cared for his decliniog years. The 


funeral services were held at the residence on 

Wednesday last, and conducted by the Rev. Mr. 

Sabin, of Park Ridge. A large number of friends 

and neighbors were in attendance. His remains 

were interred at Park Ridge Cemetery.

such cases made and provided.

The parties also filed affidavits to the truth of 
their statements, and a written assent of the 
other defendants to tae change of venue. 

Mr. Bonfleid on behalf ol the city objected 
that the petition was insufficient, as all the de- 
fendants had not signed it. Only two had sign- 
ed it, and their attorney had consented on be- 
hali of the others. He had no power to sign 
for them; it was beyond the scope of his au- 
thority even though he were their counsel 

Juge Booth thought the application was in 
due form, but that the detendants were stretch- 
ing their richts a little. The case first came be- 
fore him on demurrer about a year and a half 
ago, and he decided it in the usual course of 
business. He then heard nothing further about 
it until it appeared on his docket for the 
September term, when it was set for trial for 
It was also be- 
fore him on another motion, but he had actual- 
ly forgotten even the names of the parties, and 
could not now recall them all. He had no 
personal with any of 
them except Gage, and Was 
but slightly acquainted with him. He felt 
therefore certain that the allegations of the pe- 
tition could not be proved. He could not be 
prejudiced against the defendants when he did 
not know them, and the petition was based on a 
total misapprehension of the facte in the case. 
But the requirements of the statute had beeu 
met, and he would grant the change of venue 
in any event. He was quite willing to escape 
the trial of the case in the present crowded 
condition of bis docket. Whether the defend- 
ants had formed a prejudice against him or not 
he did not know, nor was it material. The case 
would theretore be sent to Judge Rogers. 

And probably by the time it is reached there 
another effort for change will be made.

THE CRIMINAL COURT. 
GRAND JURY'S PRESENTMENT. 

The Grand Jury yesterday made its final re- 
turn, presenting thirty-six true bills and eighty- 
four new bills. The true bills were of minor 
importance. Among other things the jury sub- 
mitted the following, which speaks for itself: 

To the Honorable Judge of the Criminal Court of 
Cook County: It has come to the knowledge of 

this Grand Jury that prisoners in the County Jail 
have been criminally neglected by the County 
Physician. We es ily refer to the case of John 
Scanlan, Cell No. P. M. Ryan 
Foreman Grand Jury. 

The jury also submitted the Sellowing, which 
may or may not be interpreted. It is given, 
however, for what it is worth: 

To the Hon. W. K. McAllister, Judge of the 
Criminal Court of Cook County: The Grand Jury 
for the October term having personally investiga- 
ted complaints against Messrs, Harms, Bioom, and 
Hess, part or all of whom have the scavenger con- 

‘tractof the City of Chicago, for carryingona 
nuisance iu the Town of Niles, said nuisance con- 
sisting in carrying all the dead animals, such as 
horses and cattle dyingof disease, together with 
the poisoned dogs, cats, and other animale, to that 
locality, which is thickly settled, where such ani- 
mals are skinned and dried out for theis 
fat, creating an unbearable stench for miles 
around. The jury further find that thir 
putrid matter is used, after the boiling process, in 
faitening hogs for the Chicago market, some 200 
of the same being at present nearly ready for mar- 
ket, and satd Harms owning 4 large portion of said 
hogs. Forthe purpose of arresting the spread of 
disease in thie community, from eating of this 
diseased meat, fed upon such offensive matter, the 
jury respectfully recommend and ask that imme- 
diate -teps be taken to stop said nuisance, and tnat 
said hogs be enjoined from being slaughtered and 
put upon the market, Respectfully submitted,

On 
a small sign in front of the doorwa 
leading from the street are the words, Post- 
tively No Admittance,“ and the windows are 
screened so as to prevent a full view from the 
outside. Some of the casks that are full give 
ample evidence of having being used before.

AN EXAMINATION OF THS RAISON D’ ETRE. 

At the recent biennial session of the Evangc!- 
teal Alliance, held in Detroit, the Rev. J. M. 
Buckley, D. D., presented an elaborate statistic- 
al pader on Denominationalism.“ After he 
had defined what he understood to be the mean- 
ing of the term, he said: 

Sects or denominations are practically una- 
yoidable in the external fabric of Christianity. 
Tuis arises from the construction of the human 
mind. It is visible everywhere and has deen in 
allages. Take the schools of medicine. How 
they war with one another. Men honéstiy and 
strongly aiffer as to the application of scientific 
principles in the healing art, until the odium 
medium bas come to be quite as bitter 


as the odium theologicum. The United 
States Constitution ~ a brief and 
luminously-written document, yet what 


parties have arisen in contention over the 
meaning of its provisions. Ihe greatest minds 
have stoutly and honestly disputed, and the 
War of the Rebellion rea:ly had its origin in the 


- Jong and earnest discussion as to whether that 


instrument was au anti or pro slavery docu- 
ment. The same evidence before a jury of 
tweive men will convince one, dissuade another, 
atid leave athird in doubt. James Arminius 
was a Calvinist for thirty years, and actually 
changed his views while gathering material aud 
preparing a deiense of the great Genevan re- 
former. Baptist Noel in England left a good 
living and became the pastor of a small Baptist 
chape! because he could no longer see the truth 
as those atound him aid.

Doctrine, government, and usage. The Rom- 
ist Church bas endeavored to maintain a uvity 
in all these respects, but it has been merely an 
outside show and not an existing fact. The 
Greck. Church broke away from it hundreds of 
vears ago, and there have been numberless se- 
cess.0U8 froin itsince. The same fact has been 
true among Protestants and is to be expected. 
It is no sign of weakness or discouragement so 
long ae this freedom does not degenerate into 
neediess and gross abuse. The number of 
these divisions is remarkable in variety and 
extent.

Taking the facts as they clearly exist into ac- 
count—that divisions exist in the world of re- 
ligious thought, as in every other domain of 
human investigation, that they always have, 
and in the nature of things always will—it may 
next be considered what is the attitude which 
different sects should maintain toward one 
another. 

h. All who do not differ so radically as to 
make harmonious action impossible, should be 
united. Different divisions of Presbyterians and 
Methodists are really unnecéssary, and a source 
of weakness, and all steps that do not call for a 
surrender of what is deemed essential principle 
should be encouraged. Such a bringing togeth- 
er is a work of time and great patience and del- 
icacy, requiring material concessions and a spirit 
of great brotherly kindness. 

2. The Scriptures show us the attitude which 
we should maintain in regard to those divisions. 
Len: rebuke all intglerance. Dr. Buckley here 

Numbers, ii., 25-30, and Mark, ix., 39, 40, 
wherein Moses and our Lord both condemned a 
spirit which would condemn otbers who were 
doing a common work, though in different 
ways. The Epistles of Paul to the Galatians 
and of John to the churches also exhort to the 
same charity. 

. Every denomination having a right to ex- 
ist. must have some peculiarity in its govern- 
ment, doctrine, or usage which it conscientiously 
holds to be essential to its efficiency. This be- 
ing the case, such form, doctrine, or usage must 
be respected by its brethren, and it must be al- 
lowed to maintain the same and work under 
them in its chosen way. 

The concluding portion of Dr. Buckley’s pa- 
per sums up the questions involved as follows: 

The following principles may be considered 
indubitably established: 

I. Denominationalism*is used when it springs 
from rational conviction and heartfelt affection, 
and leads to consistent and regular devotion to 
truth in principle, in institution, and’ in social 
organization, without forgetting that the whole 
is the sum of its parts and greater than the 
greatest part. 

II. There is abuse by defect. 

1. When ns are connected with a denom- 
ination with which they do not agree. 

2. When they are so indifferent to what is 
held that they are regardless of consistency and 
without motive to co-operate. 

8. When they advocate an indiscriminate sur- 
render of cherished principles in favor of some 
special doctrine. to produce an incoherent and 
semi-fluid unity without aggressive or defensive 
power. 

4. When a due regord for what are believed 
to be the real statements of truth and the most 
efficient modes of working is considered big- 
otry. 

85 When men remain disconnected with any 
organization, and allow their influence to be- 
come like an inscription on the sands of the 
sea. 

6. When the children are not instructed un- 
der a morbid fear that they will be prepos- 
sessed. 

7. When men move from sect to sect without 
reasons, or necessity, professing to be at home 
in all. but useless in all.

THE PAPAL SUCCESSION. 


A GOING TO AND FRO AMONG THE CARDINALS, 
„ WITH INTIMATIONS OF A COUP D’RTAT. 


There has been a great deal of going to and 
froamong the Cardinals at Rome, says the 


London Spectator. That interesting question, |, 


which cannot be kept for three consecutive 
weeks out of the Roman papers, the state of 
the Pope’s legs, is of course again on the carpet; 
and it is understood that he himself, in view of 
the conciave which must at no great distance of 
time assemble, is making various preparations 
with respect to the appointment of his suc- 
cessor. The Cardinals have, it is said, been con- 
sulted, and bave already expressed their opinion 
on one important question touching the 
election of the future Pope. Pio Nono 
invited them to consider what change, 
if any, circumstances bave made with 
respect to the richt of exclusion 
which France, Spain, Austria, and formerly Na- 
ples, as the chief Catholic Powers of Europe, 
claimed to exercise at Papal elections. Eavb of 
these States can, in theory, say Nay” to the 
appointment of one Cerdinal who happens to be 
distasteful to it. It is a right rather rarely used, 
—in fact, the only two recent cases in which it 
has been employed are the cases of Cardinal 
Severoli, who was excluded in 1823 by Austria, 
acting through Cardinal Albani; and Cardinal 
Giustiani, who was in .1831 excluded by Spain, 
acting through Cardinal Marco y Catalan. Still 
the right of exclusion has subsisted for centu- 
ries, and it might, in certain 11 be 
of much consequence. At the last Papal elec- 
tion, Austria deemed it necessary to use its 
power to exclude the present Pope, and, bat for 
the fact that the election was remarkably short, 
and that the Austrian agent arrived 3 
day too late to lodge dis pro- 
test, Cardinal Mastai would have been 
vetoed, aod Cardinal Lambruschini would 
have probably been elected. Who can tell 
whether these Catholic States might not at 
some remote period of their history believe it 
to be of priceless importance that they should 
be saved from the curse of a hotheaded Ultra- 
montane Pope? They have, as a rule, used 
their power in recent times onlv for the second- 
ary purpose of getting rid of Cardinals who, as 
Nuncios at their Courts, had come to know too 
much to be safe Popes. But this has not always 
been the case; and we live in days when tne: 
right of exclusion ‘might appear toa Catholic 
State, anxious for its internal peace, to bea 
matter of vital consequence. According to a 
well-informed correspondent of the Lepublique 
Francaise, the Cardinals lave expressed an opin- 
ion—not definitely, but provisionally—that this 
right of exclusion has vanished with the Tem- 
poral Power. It was, as they view it. a con- 
cession to the powers of this world not out of 


place when they really did protect the 
Papacy with the civil arm. It is an 
anachronism, when “the prisoner of the 


Vatican” is deserted alike by France, Spain, 
and Austria, which acquiesee in the destruction 
of the Temporal Power. This reasoning seems 
to us very sound. It is historically justifiable; 
the far larger rights of the Emperors with re- 
spect to the Papal elections arose at a time 
when the Church became clothed with secular 
privileges; the right of exclusion which suc- 
ceeded the extensive right of ratification claim- 
ed by Honorius and Charlemagne arose, as 
Herr Lorenz shows in his learned work on the 
„Papstwahl,“ not in any ancient contract or 
grant, but out of the fact that the Cooclave 
was, on general considerations of prudence, 
glad to secure the approval and goodwill of the 
great Powers of the earth. It was the price 
paid for a friendly policy. But apart from his- 
torical considerations, it would be monstrous 


for these States to claim to regulate the elec- 
tion of the Pope, and yet to deny to the 
Church of Rome all counter-claims against

tion. most erudite investigator, Herr 
Lorenz, thiffks that the Imperial sharé was con- 
fined to ratification, thal sometimes, indeed, 
very large loose claims made and enforced ; 
and that although ail of changes in forms 
were freely admitted, a Papal election was never 
regarded as complete until the approbation of 
the Emperor was signified. All this was changed 
by the famous bull /n Vomine of Nicho- 
las II., who handed over the election to the Coi- 
lege of Cardinals, and who only faintly recog- 
nized the ancient right of the Emperor. One 
Pontiff after auother gave precision to the mode 
of election. Pope Alexapder III. decided that a 
majority of two-thirds sufficed to constitute a 
valid election; Gregory X. regulated with much 
mmuteness the mode of election, and took all 
potas to enable to College of to vote 

an independent spirit. More than one Pope 
has shown that he is master in his own house, 
bv arbitrarily setting aside all the traditional 
formalities, and empowering the Cardinals to 
conduct the election as seemed good to them. 
Aud now there seems reason to believe that the 
seal may be put on Papal independence, by the 
total denial of the right of exclusion. 

And yet we do not believe that this would be 
the death-blow to ioreigu influences in the 
Quirinal. The Conclaves have always been uo- 
toriously worldly ; in toeir ceedings there has 
been a terrible amount of human nature. The

Any 
one who reads the memoirs of Cardinal Con- 
salvi will see that very earthly influences actuate 
their Eminences, and we de not doubt that in 
making the election tne College will take due 
note of the wishes and p 68 of the Powers 
which it is desirable to ciliate.

But wecannot doubt that 
some consideration will be paid to the known 
desire of a State which, with all her shortcom- 
ings in the eyes of Catholics, gives to the Pope 
large privileges and immunities, which might be 
withbeld if a narrow-mi Irreconcilable were 
appointed. Take, again, France; we may be 
sure that her wisnes, so far at least as

bition of the Papacy must be chiefly based on 
her good-will.

A LODGING FOR THE NIGHT. 


A Story of Francis Villon. 


From Temple Bar.] 

It was late in November, 1456. The snow 
fell over Paris with rigorous, relentless persist- 
ence; sometimes the wind made a sally and 
xattered it in flying vortices; sometimes there 
was a lull, and flake after flake descended out 
of the black night air, silent, circuitous, inter- 
minable.

The air was raw and pointed, but not far be- 
low freezing; and the flakes were large, damp, 
and adhesive. The whole city was sheeted up. 
An army might have marched from end to end 
and not afootfali given the alarm. If there 
were any belated birds in heaven, they saw the 
island like a large white patch, and the bridges 
like slim white spars, on the black ground of 
the river. High up overhead the snow settled 
among the tracery of the cathedral towers. 
Many 4 niche was drifted full; many 
a statue wore a long, white bonnet on 
its grotesque or sainted head. The gargoyles 
had been transformed into great false noses, 
Grooping towards the point. The crockets 
Were like upright pillows swollen on cne side. 
In the intervals of the wind, there was a dull

His hands wer: small and prehensile, with fin- 
gers knotted like a cord; and tbey were con- 
tinually flickering in front of him in violent and 
expressive pantomime. As for Tabary, 
a broad, complacent, admiing imbecil- 
ity breathed from his squash nose and 
slobbering lips; he had become a thief, just as 
be might have become the most decent of 
burgesses, by the imperious chance that rules 
the lives of human geese and human donkeys.

PARAFF AND * REACH von- 
Correspondense Boston Advertiser. 
VaLParaiso, Chili, Sept. 15.—Some nine 
months since, A. Paraff was quietly engaged in 
Santiago in manuiacturing what is vulgerly 
termed “bull-butter.” Nothing particular was 
known of his antecedents beyond the rumor 
that he was irom Caliiornia and had been com- 
pelled by unfortunate circumstances to emigrate 
very suddenly, leaving his bondsmen to pay his 
bonds. Of late other rumors are current that 
he was ouce upon a time in some way connected 
with the great diamond-swindle which produced 
such an excitement at the time in San Francisco. 
The inhabitants of Santiago and Valparaiso, and 
in ashort time the whole coast of Chili, were 
thrown into a whirl of excitement from a report 
that Mr. Paraff had discovered a new process of 
extracting gold trom copper ore, giving 40 per- 
cent of this precious metal to 2 per cent by an * 
other known method. Having formed the ac- 
quaintance of a highly-respectable gentleman of 
education, and a weil-known chemist, Mr. Prado, 
in company they called upon the great banker 
and financier, Mr. Edwards, and explained the 
new discovery, proposing that he should invest 
m the enterprise. They also asked tor infor- 
mation ast» what quautity of gold vould be 
thrown upon the European market without ma- 
terially ailecting tue value. Tuere is uo doubt 
Mr. Prado was earnest in his beiief of untold 
wealth and the prospect ahead of flooding the 
world with precious metal; and through ais rep- 
utation, and maiuiy through his lustrumen- 
tality, there can be no doubt mauy wealthy peo- 
pie invested tucir capital. 
Smelting works were put up at Autofogasta 
and near Santiago. Mr. Parail readiiy suowed 
his assays, and invariably türnmg out a large 
per cent more of gold than could be got out by 
other parties witn the old process; and, as a 
convincing proot of the correctness of his dis- 
discovery, he invited the Chili Government Mint 
Assayer to try the oid process first and then the 
new, —all of which was done at the mint bulld- 
ing. Mr. Parat, accom anied by his faitifui 
man Friday, or his servant as he is called by the 
press, delivered a dark-colored, sugar-lvai- 
shaped paste for the exper.ment, all os whicn 
Was quite Satisiactory,—ihe usual 2 per cent by 
the old plan and 40 per centaia /arag. It was 
1 cur dus zigut to observe the effect of thy 
hquid reuctito upon the melted metal within tie 
crucible; the geld was precipitated to the 
bottom immediately.

The doors of the bull- 
butter manulactory were closed to be opened no 
more. Paraff was teasted and dined; a cele- 
brated sculptor carved out his bust, and it was 
shown at the art-exhibition and drew a prize. 
The distinguished gentleman had the eves of 
the admiring world upon him. Moneyreturned 
to Calitornia to pay off the losses of the bonds- 
men, and —75 Paraff was reported on the way 
to attend ber lord and master, and preside over 
his household. ! 

For a while all was rejoicing. At last the 
public and the Association were getting impa- 
tient, and doubts began to grow in the minds of 
many; in the nick of time it was announced 
that $10,000 gold was being coined at the mint 
and, as the firgt fell from the dies, a real Parat 
$10 gold coin was announced by telegraph in 
every direction. With great flourish aud cere- 
mony it was presented as a gift to the President 
of Chili, ana the balance of the com was dis- 
posed of atapremium. Sharesin the Associa- 
tion went up to fabulous prices, and then came 
a lull. Whi.pers soon passed trom ear to ear 
that troubies existed between the members of 
the Association; tuis ramor cooled down. Oc- 
casionally the newspapers gave accounts of 
progress in affairs. A few days since, unex- 
pectedly the public were thunderstruck with an 
advertisement from the Directors of tae Paraff 
Association, in which they declare the whole 
thing a fraud, and called together their creditors 
for settlement of claims, the Company being 
deeply in debt. A detective, it is said, is placed 
at tue heeis of tae scamp Paraff to prevent his 
absconding or getting away with funds until 
such time as the laws van be called upon pend- 
ing civil or penal proceedings. At the present 
time no law can be found to touch his case. His 
glory nas departed, but it is shrewdly surmised 
his gold is in hig possession. The Association 
put in the follc wing capital: 

A. Paraff. the benefit of his secret. 
Miguel Crucnaga 
Aldaricio Prado 


The total number of shares was 212, of which 
the head of the firm, Paraff, has in his right 
seventy-nine shares, whieh are given him for 
the use oi his patent in Chili for extracting 
metals, and the use of his secret or reactivo for 
extracting gold. Shares were sold outside to 
the amount of $430,000, and $33,000 in money 
was borrowed. 

A number of the associates of Paraff & Co. 
found themselves ruined; and they whoa few 
(lays since were ſuil of nopes for the future, and 
who once willingly basked in the sunlight of his 
eves and smiles, are now iurious and ready to 
put him in prison, if they could only find any 
legal means of doing so., Mr. Paraff has pub- 
lisned an article in which he says he was not 
aware of the steps his associates were about to 
take to dissolve the firm; that they endeavored 
to get the upper haud of him; that he will 
soon form another Association; that he alone 
possesses the secret of making the rea tie ror 
extracting gold, and that the former articles of 
his contract show that he never sold that secret 
only the process of his invention in Chili. He 
proposes to sce that the shareholders do not 
lose the funds they have invested. Added to 
this, other parties come forward and declare 
they know that Paraff has the reactivo he pro- 
fesses to have as a secret of his own, and that 
he has no idea of allowing his former part- 
hers to “take all the meat and leave 
him the bones.” Amongst those who vouch 
zor the iutegrity of Paraff is Francisco 
21  Casaneuva, formerly Consul-General 
of Chili in San Franeisco. Other triends are in- 
cignant at the behavior ot the old associa 
and propose to have the case go before the | 
tribunal lor adjustment. The other side claim 
that Paral is a scamp of the first water, and 
they pretend that Paraff’s servant, who at all 
times accom panies him, under the name Roggel, 
is a chemist, and not such a fool as he repre- 
sents himself to be. and grave suspicious are 
held that Le has salted "—in miner's terme 
with sligat of hand; for whi h art he is fully 
adapted frotn his former connection with per- 
formances in the Variety Theston, and with the 
famous spiritualists, Fa Kelly, who were 
pubil.ly exposed bere a few vears since. 

Toere_is au immense excitement over the 
affair. eides cousist of hihlv-respocted 
people, who firmly believe what they report, 
and the great wystery is yet unexplained. Has 
Parafl any secret reaciivo for extracting gold! 
Public opinion is divided on this great question. 
The newspapers are full of it, aod the columns

are read with avidity to pick up the latest news. 
The victims who have invested their money with 
Paraff & Co. are walking the streets halt crazed, 
astonished, and ruined, It is said they have 
placed a detective on the heels of Paraff and his 
man Friday, whilst the promoter of this great 
commotion moves about very calmiy and quiet- 
ly, apparently a perfect master of the situation. 

The ‘** reactivo is said to be a liquid invented 
by Paraff, or discovered by him. and which has 
the magical effect of precipitating gold in the 
hot liquid state very rapidly and in larger quau- 
tity tnan any other known process. The t- 
ners of P acknowledge that they took all 
the precautions they knew of to detect fraud 
when witnessing the assays of ores, and 
in many cases purpusely picked up common 
stone for the experiments. In ech and all cases 
it was the same. The reactivo increased the 
quantity of gold when found with copper ore, 
but with the common stone no gold appeared, 
so that the “‘ rea-tivo ” could not be or contain 
any liquid gold solution.

He turned away from his labors with a satisfied 
air, and, as Taz TRisune’s dramatic commen- 
tator sauntered past, he thrust his hand into 
the capacious side-pocket of his ulster, and pre- 
sented a bundle of newspaper clippings. 

“ah, yes; I have seen them.“ said the D. C. 
sadly. “**Poor Jo’! ‘Poor Jo! 

“No, no,” said Paul, “not for Joseph; no 
more of that an thou lovest me.”’ 

“It is the ‘Danites,’ then. No? Ah, I see, 
‘The Two Orphans’ are again on the wing. 
What! anew scheme? Yes, yes; to be sure,— 
the German opera.” 

Newspaper clippings,—loads of them,—and 
what interesting reading they are. You will 
never find a word of disparagement in one of

Is there, was there, 
ever such a thing as an unsuccessſul company 
outside of this Western metropolis ““

REVIEW OF THE WEEK. 

The theatres have been full of farce for a 
week, the musical extravaganza of “ Eyange- 
line at Hooley’s taking the lead in the matter 
of popularity. The “Pink Domino” comedy 
at McVicker’s and Bartley Campbell’s © My 
Foolish Wife” at the New Chicago may be 
classed together as extravaganzas of the rough- 
and-ready order which are enjoying the:r day 
upon the stage. They are “situation plays, 
what might be described as the four-door farce. 
The recipe for the construction of these pieees 
is a very simple one. Takes room with four doors 
leading into so many bed-chambers, bring two 
young married couples, males bent on mischief, 
females suspicious, mix the couples and put 
them into the wrong rooms, then introduce 
jocose old party and innocent young man; get 
a hired-girl in disguise and an eccentric old lady, 
tumble them all round the stage promiscuously, 
overset furniture, andsmash a kerosene-lamp or 
$0,—and here you have a play that will pass cur- 
rent. Mr. Campbell has iatroduced into his play a 
man whose principal business is to get into situa- 
tions where he can be sat down upon, or pound- 
ed with dumb-bells, or kicked in the stomach, 
or smashed on the head. There is always some- 
body coming tn whose presence invoives the ne- 
cessity of this man concealing himself. Some- 
times he gets under the seat of the parior 
lounge, and immediately some one comes in 
and throws a heavy pair of dumbbells 
on him. Of course de pelis, and 
sticks his head out in view of the audience, but 
nobody on the stage takes any more notice of 
him than thev would of the Lone Fisherman. 
Then he is put into a sand-bag which is sus- 
pended from the ceiling, and two young meu 
come in and thump bim with their fists. These 
are specimen “ situations,” and it must be said 
that, although tney do provoke laughter at the 
moment, they refiect small credit upon the in- 
genuity of the author. Mr. Campbell possesses 
unquestionable abelity as a playwright, and his 
best pieces have met with generous approbation 
at the hands of the public. He need not rest 
under the shade of his laurels, but at the same 
time he should avoid the other extreme, and cx- 
ercise a prudent conservatism. ‘ My Foolish 
Wie“ bears every mark of haste. There are 
here and there some sprightly bits of dialogue. 
but it degenerates into senseless [rivolity, and, 
what is more objectionable, into something that 
borders very closely upon indecency.

Up to the day I wae to play the 
part for the first time! bad nothing suitapvle to 
wear in the chafacter. | had seen many emigrants, 
but none of them were attired characteristically 
enough to suit me. | rehearsed for the last time, 
and felt much annoyed at the deficiency. But | 
trug ed Providence. and started once more for the 
railway station, where the einigrant-train was ex- 
pected—-a place | had been visitmy 8 for 
sowe time. When there five minutes! heard the 
whistie. In came the train and off jumped the em- 
igrants—one, two, three—and none had clothes to 
suiime. But No. 4 was a unique costume of the 
Fatherland, just the thing 1 wanted. I spproached 
him and addressed him in the best German could 
command. He knew too much Dutch for me, and 
when | got out of words he simply looked puzzled. 
| tried English and be seemed worried. I took 
hold of his coat and pointed at nis boots to show 
that they were the things | was after. That set- 
tledit. He thougut I was a rogue or an emigrant 
runner, and tried to edge out of the depot and get 
away from we. I took his arm and invited him to 
have & glass of lager. Nein nein he exclaimed, 
and rushed away from me as if | were à robber. | 
was not to be defeated. I wanted hie clothes and 
must have them. . 

‘*T rushed into an adjacent lager- beer saloon and 
called to the barkeeper: 

‘> Here, Peter, come here. quick. 

** Vy, vote de matter, Yo’ You looks oxcited. 

‘* Don't stop there. Come here, or it will be too 
late.

seif. Vas a house on a fire?”

whenwhe informed us that be had arrived at 
that stage ol desperation that he did not care a 
d—n whether we went any further or not.“ As 
Harry A. Fisher and myself were over two 
weeks behind hand. and the rest of the compa- 
ny were over three. we all coincided with Mr.

Mr Langdon never exhibited any written 
guarantee from Mise Jenuie Hughes, nor was 
her name used in any way @xcept as the star o 
the company. 1 hold thé receipt in full from 
the ladies and gentiemen engaged ior their 
salaries and fares to and from Chicago. I deiy 
Charles Gayler to produce the same acquittal 
from apy company Ae has ever engaged. 

MisseHughes’ only misfortune has been to 
spend her time and money on Charles Gayler 
aud his drama (> thus adding one more victim 
to the list of J. K. Emmet, Katie Mayhew, John 
W. Jennings, Shiel Barry. a Chicago amateur, 
and others too numerous to mention. The

THE EDDY RECITAL. 

The seventh of Mr. Eddy’s organ recitals for 
the present season (the twenty-seventh of the 
whole serie?) was given yesterday soon at 
Hershey Hall to a large audience, and with one 
of the most remarkable programmes he has ever 
presented. It included the overture to Sbohr's 
„ Jessonda,”’ transcribed by Best; the Vorspiel 
to the fifth act of Reinecke’s ** King Manfred.“ 
transcribed by Mr. Gleason, and given tor the 
first time in this country. Guilmant’s quaint Al- 
legro in F sharp minor, op. 18, Liszt’s arrange 
ment of Nicolais’ overture on the chorale, Ein’ 
feste Bure, Bach's 2 Prussian fugue; 
and Merkel’s Sonata in minor, op. 30. The 
chief interest in the pro me ceutred in the 
last two numbers. The Prussian Fugue 
was originally written for  six-string 
instruments upon à theme ven 
to Bach for improvisation by Frederick 
the Great, when the former visited him at his 
palace in 1747. Upon his return home, he not only 
wrote out this fugue, which his pupil, J. Philip 
Kirnberger, one of the most learned of musical 
theorists, set for the orgat, but he also elaborat- 
ed the same theme in a second fugue, a vicerca, 
nine canons, and a sonata, all of which he dedi-

How and why he preserved the theme Bach has 
bimself told in a letter to Frederick: I recall 
with reverential pleasure the particular Royal 
grace with which some time ago, during my 
visit to Potsdam, your Majesty was pleased to 
play mea theme for a fugue on the piano and 
to set for me the task of working out the fugue 
at once in your Royal.présence. To obey your 
Majesty's command was my duty as a subject. 
I soon, however, felt that for want of necessary 
preparation the execution Was not such as so 
excellent a theme demanded. I therefore formed 
the resolution and at once prepared 
myself to work out this right royal theme more 
perfe tly, and then to make it known to the 
word.“ How well the old father of music kept 
his word is shown by the Tact that it was played 
yesterday, and that Frederick's tune was made 
known to Chicago 125 years after both Emperor 
and musician had moldered in the dust. The 
Merkel Sonata possesses atwo-fold interest: 
first, as a nobie, dignified composition for the 
organ, aud secoud, as having carried off the 
prize at Maunbeim in 1858. It is written for 
four hands and double pedal, and consists of a 
mayestic adlegro moderato, an adagio worked up 
on an exquisite theme, an alleyro con fuoco, and 
a closing lugua The second part was played by 
Miss Carrie T Kingman, who by ber intelli- 
gent, conscientious performance of the difficult 
score vdded another to the many remarkable 
successes this lady has made on the organ 
bench. In addition tothe instrumental num- 
bers, Mr. Gill sang an aria, “God shall wi 
away ail tears,“ from Suilivan’s cantata, * The 
Ligbt ot the World,” and & song of Lassen’s 
**Sommernpacht.”’

New York, Nov. 1.—A shabby, tasteless dress 
is certainly inexcusable iu a lady now, for, as re- 
gards cheapness of price and excellence of ma- 
terial, as well as richer and rarer fabrics costing 
a little fortune per yard, surely there is naught 
to be desired. Everybody, as we all realize, is 
not born to purple and fine linen, but there are 
substitutes that we need not disdain, and these, 
in some form or otber, are in every one’s reach. 
To provide forthose fastidious requirements 
not yet satisfied, new materials are being con- 
stantly imported. Among the latest is a beau- 
‘tiful goods known as Chine de Sahib.” It is 
a mixture of silk and finest wool, and is brown, 
navy blue, or dark green. This ground is of 
wool, and is flecked with tiny silk knots. 
Across the goods runs a figure in shining silk 
threads. The pattern is a nondescript sort of 
clouding effect in pale blue, silver-gray, or gold. 
This handsome fabric is expensive, being 
only single width, and costing $3.50 per 
yard. Pleasing and effective fabrics are 
Drap Persian and Drap Circassian. These are 
thick goods with rough, shaggy surfaces, like a 
rug in some dark, sombre color, with perpen- 
dicular and cross lines of some brilliant con- 
trasting color.
